Account of his last Ilness and Death.— 
By Julius Millingen, Surgeon to the Byron 
Brigade at Mesolonghi, &c. 
This is a very amusing volume : anecdotes, 
personal sketches, and curious customs, form 
an entertaining melange. The events of a 
campaign in Greece, and of a month or so 
with Lord Byron, are sufficiently out of the 
ordinary run to be continued sources of nov- 
elty and ertertainment. In his account of 
the noble poet, Mr. Millingen is exceedingly 
minute. He informs us that he always wore 
gloves, drank green tea and gin profusely : 
and of his self-denial, where his appetite was 
inclined to risk his figure, gives the following 
example: 

** On dinner being served up, although sev- 
eral dishes of meat were upon the table, Lord 
Byron did not partake of any; his custom 





being to eat meat only once amonth. Soup, 
a few vegetables, a considerable portion of| 
English cheese, with some fried crusts of 
bread and fruit, constituted his daily fare. 
He ate with great rapidity, and drank freely. 
There happened to be on the table a roasted 
capon, the good looks of which so powerful- 
ly tempted him, that after wistfully eyeing it, 
he was on the point of taking a leg; but sud- 
denly recollecting the rule he had -imposed 
on himself, he left it in the dish, desiring his 
servant to let the capon be kept till the next 
day, when his month would be out.” 


The anecdotes we subjoin are the newest 
we can find; the last days of Byron’s life 
having been so repeatedly before the public.
